A more diversified program, 
including ~ family memberships 
and increased youth participation 
n community affairs, is being 
considéred by. the main Berkeley 
YMCA and its branches today. 

More than 60 laymen, compris- 
ng leaders- of Berkeley and Al- 
yany business houses, schools 
and churches, came up with a 
singular viewpoint at their fiye- | 
nour onference Sunday. ! 

That is: The YMCA is doing 
an excel ent job in Berkeley and 
Albany but as: times and condi | 
tions change the youth-serving 
organization. must. always be 
ready to provide community lcad- 
ership. 

The local YMCA’s leaders 
agreed with the main speaker, 
Roy Sorenson, general secretary 
of the San Francisco YMCA; that | 
one of the country’s foremost | 
problems is the lack of identity 
given to teen-agers. ' 

“Far too many of our teen- 
agers are badly confused over 
this lack of identity,’ Sorenson 
declared.’ “In almost every other 
country a boy is given the proper 
recognition when he becomes a 
man. But in our country we have 
about a 10-year spread in which 
we don’t want him to grow up. 
We're willing to give him a car, | 
tell him to have a good time, but | 
we don’t even want to give him a| 


' 





job. 
“Our actions, however, only 
‘confuse the teen-ager. He wants 


to become identified to the adult | 


world — he has that right — but 
we won't let him join.” 

In their panel sessions, the | 
YMCA’s laymen leaders agreed | 
that younger persons should be 
allowed to render more sugges- 
tions, and even sit-in on import- | 
ant decision-making bodies, so 
that an enlarged and more at- 
tractive program can be offered 
by the local YMCA. 

“Sometimes we do forget to 
involve our kids when decisions 
are to be made, and you'd be sur- 
prised at how they can make the 
right kind of decisions — if given 
a chance,” said Emery Curtice, 
principal of Berkeley. High 
School. 

The panelists agreed that em- 
ployment -— or rather, the lack 
of it — is one of the number of | 
problems facing teen-agers, and 
that,. possibly,the.. YMCA -might 
figure more prominently in’ this 
area in the future.. The laymen 
leaders also expressed concern 
at the great number of. youth 
that still isn’t participating in 
sports and physical-building ac- 
tivities. 

George Truitt, YMCA presi- 
dent here, opened the conference | 
with C. H. Wennerberg, superin- | 
| tendent of schools, presiding over 
the panel remarks. Group leaders 
of sessions where recommenda- 
tions were made to enlarge the 
YMCA program here were head- 
ed by Robert R. Porter, vice 
president: of First Savings and 
Loan; Art Shearer, principal of | 
Willard Junior High School; 
Dwight, principal of Burbank 
Junior High School, and William 
Woolworth, assistant Superin- 
tendent of Albany schools. 

A special guest at the conclave 
was Paul Moritz of the YMCA’s | 
Pacific Southwest. Area Council,
